— The mystery sur- 
rounding the murder of Ed Hoggard, 
who was killed on the night of Au- 
gust S while asleep at the home of his 
brother-in-law, J. E. Franklin, at 
Greenburg, Ky., Is thought to be about 
cleared away. Just before he was 
killed Hoggard received threatenln.; 
letters. On the strength of these let- 
ters Franklin has been arrested 
charged with the crime. The fact that 
led to his arre.-?t was the striking simi- 
larity of his handwriting to that of 
the party who wrote the threatening 
letters. After being held to the grand 
jury Franklin admitted writing his 
brother-in-law a letter, "just for fun.”

That all may know tlie law governing the collection of tuxes we copy the section of the 
late Revenue Act jiertaining thereto: 

S 20. “All State, county and district taxes, excoptasolherwise provided, shall be duo and payable on 
and after the tirst day of March afier the assessment, and all taxjiayers whose taxes are not jaaid 
on the first day of November alt'*r the same are due shall be* d<‘emed delinquent, and such taxes 
shall bear intere.st at the rate of 0 per cent per annum from the first day of Nov'ember after thc^ 
are due until paid; and any person or ]x*rsons failing to }xiy tlioir taxas by tlie ffrst of November in 
the year following the as.sessment for such taxe.s, shall pay a penalty of six per centum additional 
on tlie taxes due and unpaid. 'I'he sheriff or collector whose duty it is to receive or collect the tax 
es, shall collect the int<?i‘est and i^enalty and ac*count for the same in the same way in which they 
are required to collect and account for the taxes. 

§ 21. Within fifteen days after any taximyer becomes delinquent as provided in the ].>receding 
section, the sheriff or the collector of the county w’here the property is lial>le, shall make and certify 
to the county clerk a list of all such delinquents, the jiroperty asses.sed and the amount of tax, 
I'lenalty and interest due the State, county «>r district and the date when interest begins, which he 
is authorized to collect, which list shall be by the clerk filed in his office and recorded in a book 
kej)t for that jiurpose, and so arranged with appi’opriate columns in which to record the facts certi- 
fied by the sheriff and for recording the date of issuing the tax warrant, and the name of the county 
to which iscued, and the substance of the sheriff’s return thereon. 

The county clerk, in whose office the list is recorded, shall, within ten davs after this 
list is filed, issue a tax warrant against each delinquent in the name of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky. The tax warrant shall be directed to the sheriff or collectoi' of tin* county in which the list 
is recorced, commanding him tocollect of the delinquent tax intere.st, jn'ii^lty and co^ts, a id, if 
not paid on demand, tt> distrain and .sell the estate of the delimiucnt, or r’le estate owned by him at 
the time the assessment was made, notwithstanding the existence of any le:m u on the same, or a 
sufficient amount thereof to satisfy the tax, interest, penalty and cost of the tax warrant." 

Cost of tax Warrant will be 2o cents extia.
